EXERCISE OF CIVIL 
POWER. 


— Oe 


“The Layman in Politics ” was the sub- 
ect chosen by the Rev. J. FE. Canavan, 8.J., 
for the fourth of his series of Lenten lectures, 
delivered at the Church of St. Francis 
Xavier, Upper Gardiner street, Dublin, yes- 
terday aiternoon. 

It was necessary, he said, since they must 
live in communities, to understand what were 
their duties and how ref should perform them 
in order to live profitably and well in thos 
communities, and on Christians, on Catholics 
lay the further obligation of effecting, through 
their civil society, the noble mission of esta 
lishing the Kingdom of God upon earth. They 
must secure that civil action was controlled 
by Christian principles in order that they 
might become, not only prosperous citizens, 
but prosperous Catholic citizens. 

Some Catholics, the preacher said, grew 
nervous when they heard of the Church inter- 
vening in politics, of when they had reasons 
for thinking that she was likely to do so in 
their own or other countries. These Catholics 
ought to remember that the Church knows 
her own mind, and that she had long i- 
ence of men and affairs, and that she was 
much more likely to judge correctly whether 
her intervention was opportune or not. Any- 
how, she never interfered arbitraril i 
considerately. If she did enter the lists she 
acted afways for the high ends of religion 
and morality. The Church did not forbid her 
children to exert themselves in politics, ' but 
she never forgot that she, herself, stood. not 
for party nor political programme, nor for 
constitution, not for a king or a republic. but 
for Christ. In Malta recently she intervened 
not on political, but on religious grounds. In 
Germany Catholics had refused to support 
Hittler on moral grounds, In Ireland at pre- 
sent the Church did not interfere with the 
organisation or activity of the various parties, 


POLITICS AND MORALS. 

The Church was concerned with the way in 
which civil power was uired and exer- 
cised, and she expected all forms of Govern- 
ment to respect the great laws of morality 
and Christianity. She looks to the common 
good and welfare of souls, and in her deal- 
ings with governments in mixed questions— 
that is. questions on which both Church and 
State had the right to judge—she was pre- 
pared to compromise. She understood what 
tolerance was and the need of it, but there 
was a limit to her compromise.* There were 
fixed points on which she would not give way 
such as the rights, say, of the family or of 
—— or her own sacred deposit of revealed 
ruin. 

Politics must not be divorced from morals. 
Many people were beginning to despair of 
democracy because it was so easily controlled 
by cliques and moneyed interests. He asked 
was not this the reason why the influence of 
Parliaments had declined, and was it not the 
reason of the dictatorial rule of Mussolini in 
Italy’? The evils, he said, started with the 
electors themselves failing to take their duties 
seriously and conscientiously. In the circum- 
stances 16 wag the duty of the elector, bound 
by national law as well as a Christian, to 
secure as far as he could that for the next 
few years civil authority would be in the 
right hands. Each vote counted. Abstention 
was bad and easily grew into a habit. In 
conscience electors were not at liberty to take 
no ihterest in 7 Then they must learn 
to vote properly. It was their duty to place 
the public good above every other advantage 
and cig for those candidates who would best 
secure 10. 4 


ELECTORS AND THEIR VOTES. 

The electors should not vote for those who 
advocate civil war, nor for those who ignored 
or wished to suppress the rights and Jaws of 
their religion, nor for candidates who belonged 
to secret societies; condemned by the Church. 
The Freemason, said Father Canavan, could 
not be a good citizen, because he was con- 
troiled by a private interest whose views and 
aims were never laid before the electorate. 
The candidate oF Deputy must stand for the 
public interest, and it was a travesty to place 
power in the hands of those who were subject 
to Jook first and foremost to private interests. 
That wag one of the reasons the Church con- 
demned secret societies like the Freemasons. 
For reasons of State, the late Kaiser would 
we allow Freemasons. to hold office in Ger- 

any. 

The preacher also Condemned the practice 
of -abuaing o as one that degraded 
the whole profession of politics, 

If the at body of electors could not rise 
bo their duties, then democracy as they knew 
tt was a failure. Serious persons were of 
opinion that democratic government wag im- 
possible, but the Church did not take that 
view. She tried to form conscience, -first 
through the chosen few, and then through the 
conscience of the multitude. It was the duty 
of Catholic action and Catholic laymen to 
create a pubjic political conscience and a 
public political opinion. If they did not 
succeed, there was no sure future for de- 
mocracy. 

If jn Ireland their electors, Deputies and 
Government fulfilled their several duties as 
their religion prescribed, their politics, whilst 
not free, perhaps, from mistakes, would never 
merit the reproach that they were crooked, 
and they might do their part in saving de- 
mocracy for the world and making the world 
safe for democracy.

R. W.E.D. Allen, M.P., who has been

He declares that he has not sacrificed any of his 
basic Ulster Unionist principles, and, therefore, 
does not see wiiy he should resign his seat. 
He has not done anything or said anything, 
hé declares, thai is against the interests of 
his constituents or of Unionism. Mr. Allen 
intends to contest West Belfast at the next 
general election. though it is possible, if a 
Nationalist candidate should come forward 
as well as an official Unionist, he would retire 
and contest another seat elsewhere as a 
Mosley candidate. 

In a letter tu a Belfast paper Mr. Allen 
puts forward some of his views upon the 
present voijitical situation. 


THE MOSLEY PLAN.

 , SNEMPLOYMENT. 

“From the aspect of economy on unem- 
ployment expenditure, it is obviously better 
to, make capital expenditure on a national 
slum clearance campaign than it is to con- 
linne ufremunerative meome expenditure in 
relief. That is the relationship of housing 
expenditure to economy which I was en- 
deavouring to bring out. 

“Under the Masiey plan it is proposed te 
make a big drive to destroy the slum con- 
ditions which are a disgrace to the nation, 
and which a foreign writer once described as 
‘the cancer in England's body.’

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Lough Swilly 
Railway. 
Possible Action by 
Governments.

DERRY, Sunday. 

MONG traders in Derry City and 
A portions of County Donegal served by 
the line grave concern is expressed at 
the prospect of the Londonderry and Lough 
Swilly Railway closing down in accordance 
with notice served on the employés on Friday 
terminating their engagements on March 28th. 
It is felt that, unless the two Governments 
are again induced to come to the assistance 
of the line, the directors will be unable, 
owing to its financial position, to carry on. 
The line has been worked since the beginning 
of the present year at considerable loss. It 
is known that the deficit in the bank, already 
heavy, cannot be further increased without 
the personal guarantees of the directors, 
which they are obviously not disposed to give, 

in view of the uncertainty of the future. 

It now is definitely stated that both the 
Northern and Free State Governments have 
decided not to include in their estimates for 
the ensuing financial vear any grants in aid 
of the ratiway. Im this connection miscon- 
ception was caused hy the discussion which 
took place in the Northern Parliament Jest 
week. Many were under the impression that 
the amount voted meant a continuance of the 
subsidy, but it is officially learned that the 
vote was in respect of loss incurred by the 
line up to December 3ist last. This grant, 
which already has been expended, was made 
contingent on a like sum being paid by the 
Free State Government. 


THE NORTHERN SUBSIDY. 


The Northern Government, however, has 
decided that it will be unable to include any 
sim in the estimates to he submitted to 
Parliament next month to subsidise this rail- 
wav. It is helieved that official intimation to 
this effect has reached the directors of the 
railway, and that |interviews which certain 
dirsctors had last Thursday with the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet failed to alter their 
determination in this respect. their decision 
being arrived at owing to the necessity of 
wv the Budget for next year. 

t is semi-officially stated that a promise 
was given that if at the end of the next 
financial year the position warranted it, and 
the company required assistance, a grant 
might be given by the Northern Government, 
but the directors feel that they cannot carry 
on on such e contingency. 

So far as can be learned, the Free State 
Government, though reluctant to continue in- 
definitely the subsidising of the line, was pre- 
pared to renew the grant for the present vear 
if the Northern Government did likewise, 
but the necessity for exercising economy in 
finances in the North has forced upon the 
Northern Goverrfment the decision already 
conveyed to the directors, and in consequence 
o1 this no grant is anticipated from Dublin. 

It is believed that during the next fort- 
night strenuous endeavours will be made by 
business interests in Derry to induce the 
(iovernment in Belfast to came to the assist- 
ance of the line, but at the moment there is 
little hope that the Northern Government will 
be disposed to move from the position taken 
up. 

CONSIDERATIONS. 


One of the strongest arguments in favour 
of a grant fron: the Northern Government is 
that the closing down of the line will throw 
upon the Empioyment Fund in Derry over 
& hundred workers, and the payment of 
benefit to these during the year would cost 


; Inore than the cubsidy necessary to keap the 


ime open. ‘This consideration and the 
iacilities afforded by the line to trade and 
the Port of Derry may yet bring about a 
change in the Northern Government's 
altitude. ‘In the other hand, it is known 
that the Northern Government will not enter 
into any commitments which would upset 
what is described as “‘ the maintenance of the 
Budget equilibrium.’’ The discontinuanct of 
subsidies may lead to the immediate renews! 
of negotiations for amalgamation with the 
Donegal Joint Railways, which have been 
going on since 1929 and which broke down 
come time ago. 

In some circles the opinion prevails that 
the withdrawal of aid from the public funds 
will force the hands of the companies to 
effect an arrangement which will mean that 
che line will be kept going.

City Transport. 

The London Transport Bill proposes 
an “ adequate and properly co-ordinated 
system of passenger transport for the 
London traffic area.’’ Existing services 
will be acquired by exchange of stocks, 
and the control will be vested in a 
board of five men. On paper, at least, the 
basis of compensation seems to be fair. 
and it is specified that any officers and 
servants of transferred undertakings, ií 
taken over by the board, shall suffer no 
pecuniary loss. If the Labour Govern- 
ment’s idea bears fruit, London's traffic 
will be subject to a discipline like that 
which prevails in Belfast. The main 
difference—if we except the obvious differ- 
ence of magnitude—will lie in the govern- 
ing authority.

T is now many years since a former Post- 

master-General of Ireland expressed 
the hope that the time would soon 
come when telegrams would disappear 
altogether, and that all rapid communica- 
tion would be made by telephone. That 
happy consummation appears to be still a 
long way off, judging by the amount o' 
money which must still be spent to make 
the Free State’s telephone system adequate 
for the work. 

In the Dail on Friday a bill: was intro- 
duced ‘‘to grant further money for the 
development of the telephonic system of 
Saorstat Eireann and for other purposes 
connected therewith.’’ The text of the 
bill, which is now available, indicates that 
the amount to be made available is not to 
exceed £250,000. The Minister for 
Finance is authorised to borrow by means 
of terminable* annuities extending over a 
period not exceeding twenty years to re- 
pay the Central Fund from which the 
money, will be issued. 


DEAR TELEGRAPH SERVICE. 

The works to be carried out for the 
development of the telephone system are 
based on estimates approved by the 
Minister for Finance. 

It is worth recalling that two similar 
bills have been passed by the Oireachtas. 
One in 1924 provided £500,000 capital, and 
another in 1927 provided a like amount. 

In the meantime, the telegraphic service 
is carried on at more than double the pre- 
war cost to the public, and there seems to 
be little hope that Mr. Blythe will 
announcé any remission in his forthcoming 
Budget. i

HAVE reached the conclusion that the’ 
Triple Crown must be abolished. There 
is some kind of hoodoo connected with it 
which seems to mesmerise Irish Rugby 
teams. Year after year we have the same 
sad story. We thrash-England, wallop the 
Scots, and then allow ourselyes to be 
beaten by the Welsh. On more than one 
occasion Ireland has been defeated by a 
Welsh team that previously had been 
trounced thoroughly by both England and 
Scotland, and there undoubtedly seems to 
be some fatality about the game that de- 
cides the ownership of the Triple Crown. 

I have seen almost every international 
Rugby match in Ireland since 1911; and I 
never saw an Irish team play with more 
verve and determination than. were shown 
by Sngden’s team on Saturday in Belfast. 
For fully three-quarters of the game they 
had the Welshmen on the run.

It is true that the Welsh had a fine 
team ; but they did not deserve to win by 
that margin. How did it happen? All 
sorts of ‘‘ifs’’ can be marshalled to ex- 
plain our defeat. If McMahon had been 
playing; if Morgan Crowe had not been 
arsine ó. if somebody had tackled Morley 
in time ; if a thousand and one things that 
happened had not happened, or, .contrari- 
wise, if an equal number of things that did 
not happen had happened, we might have 
won. ow true; but I am convinced per- 
sonally that it was that unhallowed Triple 


Crown that did the trick. We have not 
won it since the nineteenth century, and at 
the present rate of progress we shall not 
| win it until the twenty-first. So the best 
thing seems to be to forget all about it 
next year. Then, perhaps, we shall top 
the list. 

In spite of Ireland's defeat, Saturday's 
trip to Belfast was most enjoyable. It was 
a pet day. On the way up in the train 
we ran into.a heavy shower at Portadown—

CHURCH OF: IRELAND. 


COMMEMORATION OF 
ST. PATRICK, 1932. 


In the year 1932 the Church of Ireland 
will celebrate the fifteen hundredth anni- 
versary of the landing in this country of 
St. Patrick. In order that the celebra- 
tions may be worthy alike of the Church 
of Ireland and of the great Christian 
missionary to whom, under God, she owes 
her origin, it is essential that careful 
plans should be laid well in advance and 
that the hearty co-operation of church- 

eople in all parts of the country should 
“ enlisted. The purpose cf this letter is 
to outline the plans which are being made 
and the form which the celebrations will 
take. 

In the autumn of 193) a committee 
representing all the Irish dioceses was set 
up by the Archbishops and Bishops, and 
it has held several meetings. In addition, 
some of the dioceses have established their 
own committees, which are working out 
plans for their local celebrations. As a 
result the general outline has now been 
agreed upon, though many details have 
still to be settled.

shall extend over a considcratle period of | 


1932, beginning with St. Patrick's Day. 
It is expected that on that day, or the 
Sunday nearest to it, every parish will 
have a Service of remembrance and 
thanksgiving, for which special forms will 
be authorised. About the end of May, in 
connection with Armagh, St. Patrick’s 
See, a special Service will be held in the 
Cathedral there which he founded, which 
representatives of the other Irish dioceses 
and of other Churches of cur Communion 
(especially of those founded by Irish mis- 
sionaries) will attend. 

In the early summer the parish of Saul, 
in which is the landing-place of the saint, 
and Downpatrick, his teputed burial- 
place, will have celebrations, attended, it 
is hoped, by all the Irish bishops.

| Remarking that the desire for interna- 
tional amity and good-will permeated the 
public life and conscience of the United 
States of America, Mr. Cosgrave said that 
that had been evidenced in many 
directions. He referred especially to 
the Chicago World Fair, the organisers 
of which, he said, had given 
prominence to this aspect of their under- 
taking—to the opportunity which such 
institutions afford to advance the cause of 
international peace and to foster more 
intimate knowledge and better under- 
standing between peoples. The people of 
the Irish Free State were following with 
keen interest the preparations in America 
for that great event in the history of 
Chicago, whose oe ag progress and develop- 
ment in a single century made it an 
appropriate world centre for the display 
of a century s progress.

WELSH ENTHUSIASM, 


The enthusiasm of the Welsh supporters 
was almost as loud as that of the Irish, 
who, on the whole, I thought, were rather 
subdued.

Talking about singing, ‘‘my attention 
was drawn '—as people say who write 
letters to the papers—to one incident 
which might have led to trouble, but 
happily did not. There was a little group 
of Irishmen, riotously bedecked in the 
national colour, who apparently had 
adventured North from some remote part 
of the country. Clearly they had not had 
much experience of Belfast, and, equally 
clearly, their manners left something to 
be desjred ; for when the crowd started to 
sing ‘‘God Save the King,” these youths 
thought it their duty to strike up the 
Soldier’s Song. They do not know how 
narrowly they escaped destruction: for 
just beside them was a group cf ex-officers 
who had served with the 36th Division in 
France, and for some moments drastic 
action was contemplated. It was a stupid, 
as well as an ill-mannered, demonstration : 
but in palliation it must be admitted that 
the culprits were very young and very 
raw. 

I have never seen a more interesting 
game. The keenness on both sides was 
intense. Who can forget that lion-hearted 
forward, George Beamish, who combines 
the stature of a Hercules with the qualities 
of a Bayard, hurling his sixteen stone of 
brawn against the Welsh line; or Jamie 
Clinch, with Welshmen swinging round 
his neck like children around a Maypole; 
or James Farrell, another of that band of 
giants, spending himself up to the last 
second of that gruelling game in a vain 
effort to stave ofí defeat?

CONFERENCE IN DUBLIN. 

In the autumn, probably in the month 
of October, there will be held in Dublin a 
representative Church of Ireland Confer- 
ence, which will provide an opportunity 
for" setting before our people the import- 
ance of the work of St. Patrick, and the 
historic claims of the Church of Ireland, 
and also for discussing some of the 
problems facing our Church at the present 
day. 

The Services, pageants and conference 
mentioned will, it is hoped, bring together 
large numbers of Chureh of Ireland people ; 


‘but, as many may be unable to attend 


any of these larger celebrations, efforts 
will be made in the smaller towns and 
country districts, by means of lectures or 
meetings, as well as in the St. Patrick’s 
Day Services already mentioned, to cine 
all members of the Church an under- 
standing of, and share in, the celebra- 
tions. Literature also, in the form of 
popular books and pamphlets, is being 
prepared. 
FUNDS NEEDED. 

The programme outlined will involve a 
considerable expenditure, and an appeal 
for funds is now being issued. In this 
connection the clergy are requested, 
wherever possible, to arrange for the 
collections at the Services on St. Patrick’s 
Day this year, or on the Sunday before or 
after, to be given to the Commemoration 
Fund. It is estimated that a sum of 
£1,000 will be required, and we believe 
that many will be glad to take the oppor 
tunity of contributing when the matter is 
laid before them. Any surplus funds will 
be given to the new St. Patrick's Memorial] 
Church which it is proposed to erect at 
Saul, or to other general objects connected 
with the Church of Ireland. 

In conclusion, we would emphasise the 
great significance of the commemoration 
next year, and the importance that a 
worthy celebration of it may have for our 
Church. This should be not merely an 
occasion for remembering the past, but a 
time of spiritual inspiration for our 
Church in the present. We are to honour 
the memory of one of the greatest of 
Christian missionaries, which will remind 
us of the missionary duties of the Church 
to-day. We are to think of the past glories 
of Irish Christianity, which should inspire 
us to greater zeal for God’s glory in the 
Ireland of our own time. We ure to 
remember that we stand in a great tradi- 
tion, and that this involves a responsi- 
bility for the future of our Church. Used 
aright, next year’s celebration will. under 
God, bring a renewal of faith and zeal to 
the whole Church of Ireland.

BOMB EXPLOSION IN 
BUENOS AIRES. 


—— 


THREE KILLED AND THREE 
INJURED. 
From THE Press AssocraTIon’s SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT WITH THE PRINCES. 
BUENOS AIRES, Sunday. 
Mystery still surrounds the explosion of 
a bomb in a crowded tramcar in one of the 
busy streets of the Argentine capital last 
night, with the result that three passengers 
| were killed and three seriously injured. 

Great excitement was caused by the in- 
cident. owing to its having occurred so soon 
after the arrival of the Prince of Wales and 
Prince George for the opening of the 
British Empire Trade Exhibition here. 

To-day the police stated. that the ex- 
plosion was entirely unconnected either 
with the Princes’ visit or with the Exhibi- 
tion. The bomb was carried by an Italian 
anarchist from Cordoba, named Artemio 
Pieretti, and exploded with a tremendous 
roar just as he was about to step off the 
tram. Pieretti and two other passengers, 
one of whom was a woman, were killed in- 
stantly. Three other pasengers were 
seriously hurt, and several others received 
minor injuries. 

The police incline to the belief that 
Pieretti, who also had in his possession a 
parcel of seditious literature, was carrying 
a tin, containing explosive materials for 
the manufacture of bombs, and that he 
stumbled when about to descend from the 
car, thus causing the explosion.

THE COAL QUOTA. 


MARKETING SCHEMES 
ON TRIAL.

The Times to-day observes in a leading 
article:—The coal marketing schemes are 
on their trial. It is right and necessary 
that their effects should be closely 
observed and that faults should be 
promptly corrected. Criticism must, of 
course, be grounded in fact. Some of the 
facts of the present position are known 
and are causing apprehension. Statements 
are current that may be accurate, but are 
not sufficiently well attested fo: un- 
qualified acceptance. It is curious, to say 
the least of it, that throughout the present 
outcry against a restriction of supplies 
from the Midland coalfields, including 
Yorkshire, there has been no public ex- 
planation by the Midland colliery owners 
of their failure to satisfy the requirements 
of old and regular customers. 

It is not a reassurance to the public 
to know that there is enough quota avail- 
able to satisfy all needs, if the market- 
ing system does not secure the supply 
of coal of the required kind, where and 
when it is wanted. Everything has been 
done in secret, and the secrecy undermines 
confidence. 

NATURAL ADVANTAGES. 

The methods of the Coal Mines Act were 
only tolerated by a large body of opinion 
because they offered the coal-mining in- 
dustry a breathing space, through the 
elimination of throat-cutting competition, 
in which to set itse)f in better order to 
meet the requirements of the future. An 
arrangement to give each coal-mining area 
a preserve, which it would be entitled to 
retain in all circumstances, is not one 
which the coal-using community would 
allow to continue. 

Some mines and some mining areas have 
natural advantages over others. Those 
advantages ought to be exploited in the 
national interest. To fail to exploit them 
is to depreciate a national asset. The 
marketing schemes must, therefore. not be

On his opening performance at the Abbey 
Theatre last night, Mr. Anew McMaster had 
what he aceurately described in bis few 
words at the fall of the curtain as a royal 
and generous welcome.” Many times himseif 
and his company were called upon to 
acknowledge enthusiastic applause, which 
Lore testimony to the high place they hold 
in the affection of Dublin audiences. 

For his opening performance Mr. McMaster 
chose what must be described as a very poor 
play, but even its poverty of idea and 
design failed to prevent an enthusiastic re- 
ception. “ Carnival” is frankly melodrainatic, 
making no pretence to belong to anything 
but the theatre. Were it “good theatre, 
its denial cf the literary graces might he 
condoned; it is, however, only indsfferent 
“theatre ” and poor melodrama. 

Silvin Steno, the great director of the 
Alfieri Theatre in Venice, is about to present 
‘‘Othello” without the conviction thet 
Othello would have done what Shakespeare 
made him do; a decent man, he said, would 
go away when be knew that his wife loved 
him no more, Tnen he is made suspicins 
of his own wife, Simonetta, and the seed 
of suspicion. flowers into jealousy as 
passionate as that of Othello. While actually 
playing ‘‘Othello,” in the third act of 
“Carnival,” he confuses Silvio Steno with 
the Moor and almost strangles his wife, whe. 
plays Desdemona. The end of ‘* Carnival 
is more happy than that of “ Othello’ : 
Simonetta recovers, confesses her  indis- 
cretion, and is taken back to her “doll's 
house ” life. i 

Carnival” follows “ Othello” fairly 
closely, but, never rings so truly. It 1s con- 
structed loosely, with incredulities and nn- 
consistencies, but audiences have liked it for 
years. Last night Mr. McMaster gave free 
rein to his tendency to over-act, so he ranted 
and raved, stormed and fumed, through two 
acts. If taken somewhat less boisterously, 
this Silvo Steno. actor as he is, might be- 
come credible. 

It is, of course, extremely difficult for any 
actor to act the part of an actor, so, perhaps, 
Mr. MecMaster’s apparent exaggerations may 
be just what audiences desire in these days 
of “naturalism.” In this production Mr. 
McMaster was excellently and capably sup- 
ported by Miss Kenlis Taylour, whose 
Simonetta suggests a fine Shakespearean 
actress. She is a welcome addition to the 
Dublin stage. In Mr. Michael Ripper’s Lelio 
there was a most attractive piece of acting, 
so that more would gladly have been seen

DEATH OF MR. HUGH 
MORRISON. 


ONE OF ENGLAND'S 


WEALTHIEST MEN. 


Mr. Hugh Morrison, Jate M.P. for Salis- 
bury, died in London yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. Morrison sat as Conservative for the 
Salisbury Division of Wiltshire from 1918 to 
1925, and then from 1924 until last month, 
when he applied for the Chiltern Hundreds, 
on the ground of ill-health. Before his re- 
tirement he had been unable to take part in 
political affairs for many months, because of 
the state of his health. 

Mr. Morrison was one of the chief bene- 
ficiaries under the will of his uncle, Mr. 
Charles Morrison, of Basildon Park, Reading. 
who died in May, 1909. The estate was 
valued at £10,000,000, and £1,000,000 was 
paid in death duties. He also benefited tc 
the extent of £25,000 from the will of his 
aunt, Miss Ellen Morrison, who died in 1909, 
and, in 1921, he was left £200,000 by Colonel! 
Walter Morrison. With his brother, Major 
James Archibald Morrison, D.S8.0., he was 
probably among the richest men in England. 

Mr. Morrison, who was 62, married Lady 
Mary Leveson-Gower, a daughter of the 
second Eari Granville, in 1892. In 1904 he 
was High Sheriff of Wiltshire. His country 
residences were Fonthill House, Tisbury, 
Wiltshire, and !slay House, islay, Scotland.

” RADIO-TELEGRAPHY. 
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SUCCESSFUL DUBLIN SCHOOL. 
The School of Radio-telegraphy, City of 
Dublin Munici Technica] Institute, Kevin 
street, regarding which an advertisement 
appeared in the situations vacant column 
of our issue of last Saturday,was opened in 
the year 1917, its purpose being to enable 
oung men of good average education to train 
Sa posts as sea-going operators in the Wire- 
less Marine Service. Since its inception over 
two hundred young men have qualified in the 
school as wireless operators, and have 
entered the British and other wireless marine 
services. 

It is necessary for wireless operators on 
board ships registered in Great Britain or 
An Saorstat to hold either the first or second 
class certificate of proficiency, issued by the 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, in 
accordance with the regulations laid down 
at, the International Radio-telegraph Con- 
vention, 1927. In accordance with the 
regulations of the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, the latest types ship’s trans- 
mitting and receiving apparatus, together 
with direction-finding apparatus, manufactured 
by the Marconi Company, have been installed 
in the school. In addition, there are spacious, 
well-equipped rooms for Morse practice, and 
electrical testing laboratories, equipped with 
the representative types of all electrical 
machinery, comprising in all accommodation 
for eighty students. 

Students may enrol at any period of the 
year, and are advised to qualify for the 
first class certificate. The possession of a 
first class certificate ensures immediate 
employment. At present the starting rate 
of pay for wireless operators is £7 per month, 
together with the full accommodation and 
mess hares for officers. The maximum 
rate of pay is £19 per month.

It is not known how the outbreak 
occurred, but it is thought that it originated 
at the heating apparatus at the rear of the 
church, and, fanned by a slight breeze, the 
flames in a short time enveloped the whole 
building. 

Owing to the manner in which the church 
at the rear is surrounded by other buildings 
the firemen had difficulty in getting at the 
fire, but fortunately they were able to prevent 
It spreading to the adjoining establishments. 
Several offices each side of the building were 
damaged by water and smoke. The church, 
however, was completely destroyed, and to- 
day nothing but the outer walls remain 
standing. 

The church was a rallying centre for the 
Congregational community in thé city, and 
the destruction of the building will be a con- 
siderable handicap to the Church’s activity. 

SECOND OUTBREAK. 
The Fire Brigade were engaged for nearly 


three hours extinguishing the flames, and 
then a message was received regarding 
another outbreak of fire at Pilot street, about 
a mile distant.

NCE more Ireland's hopes of 
O crown honours were dashed to the 

_ ground by Wales at Ravenhill, Belfast 
on Saturday. “ 
conditions favouring @ good, fast game, Wales 
won a most exciting match by one goal one 
dropped goal and two -tries to one try, or 
15 points to 3. Fi 

On paper the score would suggest that it 
was a one-sided match, but nothing could be 
further from what actually happened. Ireland, 
mm noite periods of the game, had a bi ger 
share attack than Wales. The [Trish 
forwards played better than they did im any 
of the previous games, and hp to within ten 
minutes of the end there was every chance of 
pulling off a win. It 
was a match that 
could easily have 
been turned round 
into an Irish triumph, 
but one great period 
of sustained attack 
‘for about  — fifteen 
minutes in the second 
half was not rewarded 
with a score, and all 
the great work of the 
forwards went. for 
nothing. They had 
been playing seven 
against eight in the 
scrimmages all through 
this half, owing to 
Crowe having to go 
to the pavilion suffering from bad concussion. 
\. Murphy was taken out of the pack, and 
played on the wing to Arigho, who was 
moved into the centre. ‘Lhe Irish players 
struggled in heroie fashion to overcome the 
hig handicap they suffered from being 
numerically inferior, and even the strongest 
Welsh partisan would admit that they were 
deserving of at least one other score for their 
magnificent play. in that period referred to. 
Lock was not with them as regards the 
kicking of goals; for Murray missed: about 
four shots from easier positions than the one 
he broucht off against Scotland at Lansdowne 
road. and his failure to convert Ireland's try, 
ghich was the first one scored in the match, 
-was particularly unfortunate, as it left the 
Irish team a point behind instead of being a 
point ahead when Ralph dropped a splendid 

oa| about ten minutes from the close of 
the first half. 

One must extend sympathy to George 
Beamish and his colleagues on the failure of 
their crand efforts to pull the match round. 
Had thev done so, it would have been as 
fne an achievement as anv Irish team brought 
of. Still, Wales just deserved to win by a 
small margin, for the reason that their backs, 
en the whole, were a far faster lot than the 
Insh. and were always dangerous when in 

sseSsion. . 

THE OUTSTANDING PLAYERS. 

The great men of the match were J. E. 
Angho on the Irish side and J. Bassett on 
the Welsh. When Arigho was moved into 
the centre he brought 
of some uncanny 
runs and showed 
pace that none of us 
had given him credit 
for. One particularly 
god run of his 
should have brought 
about a score but 
for his not being sup- 
ported. His play in 
the centre was a 
revelation, and made 
it apparent that, Ire- 
land had for a couple 
of vears been playing 
hm in the wrong 
position. Basset was

FINE FIGHT BY WALES. 


ENGLAND......... 


England beat Wales at Beckenham, Lon- 
don, on Saturday by 5 goals to 3, having 
led at half-time by 4 goals tol. This was 
England’s 28th successive win over Wales, 
who have yet to record a victory in the: 
series of matches between the two countries. 

Four thousand people same some fast, open 
play, and quite a number of thrilling 
moments in the Welsh goalmouth, but the 
standard of play was not up to previous 
internationals. 

Wales were not often dangerous in the 
first half, the English half-backs, of whom 
J. K. Waydalin, ‘he former Oxford Rue, 
was most prominent, effectively checking 
every advance of the visiting forwards.

Expenditure has been less than the 
previous year by £456, of which £177 is due 
to a reduction in bank interest, due to the fall 
in the bank interest rate. Savings in salaries 
and wages, MA and stationery, postages, 
telegrams and telephones, advertising and 
some other items amount to about £3587, 
against which certain other items show an 
ncrease.

EXHIBITION PROJECT 
UNDER CONSIDERATION.

It is pcssible that London will have the 
opportunity of seeing in 1934 some of tlie 
rarest treasures of. Egyptian art. A scheme 
to arrange an exhibition in London, stated 
an official of the Egyptian Legation last 
night, has already been approved in principle 
by the Egyptian Government, and the project 
is now heing examined in detail by a com- 
mittee of experts which the Government has 
set up in that country. 

Their report will determine whether the 
scheme shall go forward or not. 

One of the principal questions these experts 
will have to decide is whether a sufficiently 
large number of antiquities to form a repre- 
sentative collection will stand, without 
damage, the sea vovage and the changes the 
temperature involved. 

The idea of the exhibition originated with 
the Egyptian Minister in London, who sub- 
mitted a very full report to his Governnjent 
upon his proposal. A Legation official stated 
Jast nicht that if the experts’ report is favour- 
able evervthing possible will be done to make 
the exhibition really worthy of the great 
traditions of Egyptian art.
